Invasion of Modern Ideas to Follow 
That of the Balkan Powers 
Constantinople, Turkey.— ‘Hello! 
Are you 25 Pera? 1 want to speak to 

the sultan, please!’ 

The above will doubtless be one of 
in Con- 
Stantinople this autumn, when a new 
revolution, every whit as far reaching 
as the present political upheavals, 
will take | ace. The revolution will 
be no less t'an ‘he instalation of a 


complete telephone service in the 
Turkish canital for the fire: time in 
its venera sls history. 

The company responsible for the 


instalation is 1. Societe Anonyme Ot- 
tomane des T>lephones de Constanti- 
nople The backbone of the new 
Turkish company is formed by high 
officials and uw larg2 number of the 
staff of the National Telephone Com- 
pany, of London, who with the taking 
over of the British telephone service 
by the government, sought and obtain- 
ed new outlet. for their energies. 

Stanley J. Goddard, th eformer gen- 
eral superintendent of the National, 
for instance, is presi¢ xt of the Turk- 
ish company, while Douglas Watson, 
former district superintendent at 
Glasgow is director genera: and secre- 
tary. 

Nearly twenty exchanges with con- 
siderably more than 5000 lines, will be 
opened in greater Constantinople, on 
either bank of the Bosporus, including 
lines between Siambou.l and Pera, be- 
neath the Golden Horn, and connect- 
ing four of the Princess islands in the 
cea of Marmora with the mainland. 

Two of th emany difficulties con- 
fronting the telephone pioneers in 
Constantinople are as follows: 

Cosmopolitan speech of subscrib- 
ers French, Arabic or Turkish, 
Greek, Armenian, English and German 
are all spoken in Constantinople. 
This difficulty has been solved by 
sending a bevy of girl linguists from 
Constantinople to London, where they 
have been taught the telephone busi- 
ness.

It has been sud- 
denly realized tha the campaign 
against France, sturted by the violent 
leading article in the Cologue Gazette 
declaring that all Germans know they 
will have to cross swords with France, 
has gone too far Also that it does 
not fit in with the latest reqvirements 
of German policy 

So the go.ernmeat has inspired an 
article which now appears in the 
North German Gazette, declaring that 
there is no truth in what the Cologne 
| Gazette said, and that the Cologne Ga- 
zette does not represent the  offi- 
cial attitude toward the increase of 
armaments. 

The North Gersmau Gazette states 
that there is no official connection 
whatever between the German military 
proposals and ‘he alarmist articles 
which have beea appearing in the 
German press during the last few 
days. The suggestion § that Ger- 
Many's military activity is due to a 
change for the worse in the relations 
with one or other her neighbors is 
totally repudiated. 

A returu is mad to the first expla- 
nation tha the balance of poyer has 
been upset by the success of the Bal- 
kan allies, and that as eternal peace 
cannot be iaranteed, Germany must 
be prepared to defend her frontiers 
and if necessary, fight for her exist- 
ence, 

To this end, the new military bill is 
intended to protect Germany in cir- 
cumstances into whick she may be in- 
voluntarily forced by training in arms, 
under universal military service, al! 
those able-bodied men who were for- 
merly passed over. The article con- 
tinnes: No G.rman will wish to take 
on himself t' responsibility that in 
the conflict which may be forced on 
us any able-bodied oung men shou 
not be prepared to defend hearth and 
home as a soldier.

Civic Cleanliness 


TOWN DUMPS A DISCRED- 
IT—BETTER SCAVENGING 
REGULATIONS ESSENTIAL 


[The following article from the 
monthly bulletin of the Dominion 
Commission of Conservation, 
should be of special interest to 
Strathmore people, and the hints 
give. could well be taken up] 


Civic cleanliness has not ad- 
vanced very far in Canada. The 
town dump, with all its tin-cans, 
waste paper, old rags and ash con- 
glomerate is frequently as much 
a public institution as the town 
council. For the sake of economy 
in cartage the dumps are fre- 
quently placed much too close to 
residential districts, and civic 
apathy permits them to grow in 
bulk and unsightliness. 

Garbage must be disposed of* but 
why our civic authorities should 
not insist upon the burning up 
of much of the house waste upon | 
the premises, eitherin the furnace | 
or the kitchen stove, is something 

to be marvelled at. If there were | 
more domestic tidiness in Canad- | 
lan tow: s and cities in the way of 

destruction of many articles of) 
house waste by home cremation, 
the gross saving to the municip- 

ality would be considerable and 

the town dup would be less in, 
evidence. 

Then, too, th dump” should 
be supervised and men should be 
e.oploy ed in burning all such mat- 
erials as paper, cardboard and | 
other boxes, discarded matting, 
ete. This would result in the sav- 
ing of space and prevent the scat- 
tering of the lighter materials by 
wind, Further the destructjon by 
fire of as much as possible of the 
material brought to the dump 
would prevent to some exent the 
fly nuisance from that quarter. 

On the completion of the burn 
ing Operations, the health depart- 
ment should insist that all garb- 
age should be covered first with 
a layer of lime, and then with 
cl an earth,the latter tor the depth 
of at least three feet. Of course 
in cities and large towns inciner- 
ators should be installed and the 
dump should only be used asa re- 
pository for a hes and clean earth. 
Serap should be sold. 

The spring time is a good sea- 
son to declare war on the town 
dumps and on filthy back yards 
aud lanes. It the citizens can b 
aroused to demand action, the 
civic officals will very soon supp- 
ly it.
